\\ in the new buildings which arc be- 
ng constructed with provision for impe- 
rial room :is n part of the equipment. 
.'he food is sold iMeonibimilhmsfortive 
•cuts each, and unless u tcholar is very 
inngry the cxi>enditnre- of ten cents 
Mipplics a fairly substantial meal. It is 
he eou?(iiut iiiiu of Ihe management to 
ncrcasc the varieties of food in these 
combinations, at the same time having 
t wholesome. Al the Manual Train- 
jig School in Cambridge tho manage- 
neul hasrecently started to serve twen- 
.y-live cent dinners, and the plan has 
worked vilh the greatest of success. 
Where the pupils jrerfonn such hard 
manual labor there is an urgent need 
for the full-course meal, and it would 
be furnished 
at the Mechanic Arts 


High School but for the reason that 
there ii a hick of pro|«r facilities for 
keeping the food warm nud properly 
serving it. 


Carcinl planning has to .l>e done on 


the part of the superintendent to have 
the food on hand jmd in proper condi- 
tion. Only llie very best articles aie 
used in the cooking, and the milk 
comes from u regularly inspected farm 
or ispatteuri/.etl. The bill of fare for 
one day includes oyster broth, milk, co- 
coa. three kinds' of sandwiches, graham, 
while and cullcc rolls, corn cake, cus- 
laid, baked apples, cookies and 
fruit. 


There is a change from this almost en- 
tirely for the other days of Ihe] week. 
Until lasl year the management called 
upon outside bakers to supply a part of 
the fowl, but now everything tent to 
the schools Is strictly home-made and 
cooked under the suirervision of those 
in charge of the work at the kitchen. 


When the plan was first considered it

Xew^jorl, Ihe semi-metroi>olis of the 


state of Rhode Island, stands on the 
southwesl end of Khode Islan'd, live 
miles from 
the ocean. 
Its harbour 


which is one of the tinest in Ihe world) 
preads westward before the town. The 
intrauceiseasy andsafe,and ahirgclleet 
nay anchor in it and ride in jwrfect sc- 
urity. It is probable this inny,in some 
uturc period,become one of thernan-of- 
var.poYts of the American Empire. The 
own lies north and south, upon agrad- 
lal ascent aayou proceedenslward from 
he water, and exhibils a l)Cautifnl 
view from Ihe harbour and from 'the 
nqighljoring hills, which lie westward 
from the main. West of thii town is 
Croat Island, on which is l''ort Wash- 
ington; il has been lately repaired and 
i citadel erecletl u|H)ti il. -The fort has 
uccn ceded lo the United Stales. Be- 
tween Goat Island and Rhode Island 
is the harbour. Xewjwrtcontains about 
1,000 houses built chiefly of wood, and 
6,739 inhabitants. 11 lias 10 houses for 
public, worship, 4 fcr Boptists, 2 for 
Congregationalists, 1 for Episcopalians, 
1 for Quakers, 1 for Moravians, and 1 
for Jews. The olher public buildings 
are aStateHoiiM and a building for the 
public library. Thesituation, form nnd 
architecture of Ihe Slate House given it 
n pleasing appearance. U slinids suf- 
iicienlly'elevatcd, and n longwharfaud 
paved parade lead up to il from the 
harbour front. Water street is a mile 
in length. There is an academy under 
the direction of a rector and tutors, who 
leach the learned languages, English 
gramnlar, geography, etc. A marine 
society was established in 1762 for the 
relief of dlslres.=ed widows and orphans 
and sncli of Ihe society as may need re- 
lief. Tins city, far famed for the beaut)" 
of its situation, and the salubrity of its 
climate, is no loss remarkable for Ihe 
great variety anil excellence of fresh fish 
which the market furnishes, at all sea- 
sons of Ihe year.

The Modder and Tugeta rivers are
